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NOTES OF THE WEEK. 
KING VICTOR EMMANUEL. 

The King, Honest Mar, is no more. By what inscrutable decree of Provi- 
deuce the tottering Pontiff still drags on an unusually prolonged existence, 
whilst the reigning Sovereign of Italy is cut down in the plentitude of his 
atrength, it is not for us to say. The Chief of Catholicism lives, the Usurper 
jg stricken down ; such is the barden of the rejoicings of the Ultramontane 
press. Happily, Pius IX. is made of softer stuff than some of his followers. 

t the last moment he ignored the religious ban under which he had himself 
placed King Victor Emmanuel, and he sent in time his blessing with a wish 
that he could personally bestow it upon the dying man. The curses of the Church 
changed into benedictions, and the Vicar of St. Peter unlocked the Gates of 
Heaven for the excommunicated King. The struggle between Church and State 
will probably now enter into a new phase, which we shall follow on another 
occasion. At present we shall limit our remarks to the loss sustained by 
fiéralism and the Jews by the untimely death of the first King of United Italy, 
Great is the debt we Jews owe to the deceased monarch. Before his advent, 
our coreligionists in Italy, with the exception of Tuscany, were down-trodden, 
confined to Ghettos, prevented from following liberal professions, and hemmed in 
by the restrictions and disqualifications ordinarily applied to their race. In 1848, 
Charles Albert granted his Statuto, which was a new Constitution for his 
kingdom, giving certain rights to his subjects. On the 17th February of that

a Minister or high government officials, and the King customarily sent a: 
annual present to the Institution on New Year's day. Many traits of persona! 
regard towards Israelites on the part of Victor Emmanuel are recounted. We 
have only space ‘or one instance. His Majesty desiring to pay a compliment to 
Sig. Giacomo Servadio, a self-raised banker, purchased a handsome statue at the 
Vienna Exhibition and presented it to Sig. Servadio accompanied by aa 
autograph letter. We doubt not that the Jews of Italy will publicly testity 
their sorrow at the national loss, which is particular to them as well as general 
to the country. We sincerely hope that the new monarch, Humbert the {th of 
Savoy and ist of Italy, will closely fullow in the footsteps of the King who 
deserved the title of Honest Man. 


WIT AND WISDOM IN THE TALMUD. :

But since the war the Jew has proved himself remy 
to subscribe to national needs, humane in the hour of suffering, and heroic in 
the moment of peril. The facts and the allegations are inconsistent: and the 
inconsistency cannot fail to be appreciated where the test may be applied. It is 
just possible that there may have been in Roumania men of intelligence who 
believed all that was urged against the Jews, but when they have seen for 
themselves how utterly they have been misled, then they will be prepared to do 
justice where justice is so much needed. The conduct of our Roumanian 
brethren in the "ris well calculated to bring about a moral revolution in their 
favour in the Principality, and then if they can secure favourable legislative 
enactments, their condition will be at once improved, and the improvement will 
be lasting and progressive. Still too much must not be left to the moral senti- 
ments of the Roumanians. The most brilliant achievements, the most virtuous 
actions soon fade from the public mind; and when a favourable opportunity 
arises, the Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association, ‘acting in con- 
cert with their continental brethren, should not neglect to urge in the proper 
quarter that the Jews of Roumania have acquitted themselves as patriotic citizens, 
and are deserving that the full rights of citizenship should be conferred upon 
them.

LIVERPOOL, 


Last Sunday being “ Hospital Sunday ” in Liverpool; a Special Service was held 
at the Princes Road Synagogue. The Mayor and other members of the Town Council 
were present, and the spacious building was crowded. The sermon was preached by 
the Rev. Morris Joseru on “ Disease and Law,” from Exodus xv. 26. The Talmud 
declared, said the preacher, that to ask God to have pity on us, even as He has pity 
on the mother-bird which He has ordered the Israelite to spare, is to put up an 
improper prayer, because it presumes to assign a positive reason for a command 
when none is stated, whereas the Divine injunctions are decrees, to which we must 
bow in blind obedience, without being too curious about reasons. The physical 
universe, like the moral world of duty, is governed by Law, and the phenomena of 


of the laws of health, which are God's Laws, while health was but another name for 
obedience to them. Sickness did not spring from accident. In modern times, 
certain old maladies had been stamped out, because sanitary apparatus had been 
perfected, while new types had arisen, because the conditions of modern life were 
8 «imple than those under which our ancestors lived. So, too, though we are 
careful that our houses are healthy, we yet may draw too fast, in our devotion to 
busines or pleasure, on our strength. And in that case, nature will most certainly 
revenge herself upon us sooner or later ; and her revenge will take but one shape— 
ill-health. Yet, on the other hand, since chance is not the parent of sickness, it 
follows that, as a rule, we can keep welkif we will—as least, disease is preventible 
by human agency, and the development of medical science increases mens power 
over it. The lesson, said the preacher, was obvious. They were bound, as responsible 
beings, to obey the laws of health, as the means of preventing sickness. A mans 
health was a solemn trust confided to him by the Almighty, and he had carefully to 
yoard it. But the text suggested, too, the close connection existing between health 
and morality, Vice, that is sin against a spiritual command, was every day punished 
with disease, ite physical result, While the discharge of moral duty was a safe- 
guard ayainet disease. Competent authorities warned them that oue great preven- 
tative of insanity was industry, and the formation of a sufficient purpose to 
accomplish in life. And this advice embodied the very rudiments of ethics. But 
the duty of preventing disease devolved upon them, not only as individuals, but as 
members of a great community.. Much had been done to promote the public health, 
but still more remained to be done. The task of still further improving the 
conditions under which the poor lived was a solemn one, He commended it tw all, 


and especially to those in authority, Not a few were driven to the hospitals by, 7 


sickness, for which the community, as a body, was responsible. The reverend 
gentleman then made an appeal for the local medical charities, which resulted in the 
collection of £93. 
At the Synagogue, in Hope Place, a Special Service was also held in the evening 
and was largely attended. The Rev. Dr. W. STERN, the minister, preached the sermon. 
The rey. gentleman took his text from Proverbs iii., verses 3 and 4, “ Let not mercy 
and truth forsake thee. Bind them about thy neck : write them upon the tables of 
thine heart. So shalt thou find favour and good understanding in the sight of God 
and man.” Quoting the words of Simon the Just, “ The world exists by virtue of 
three things—the law, divine worship, and acta of beneficence.” he said the truth of 
this sentence in its generality would not be denied by any man, no matter what creed 
he professed. Those for whom that day the donations of the congregation were 
asked were in a twofold way deserving of help, as they were both indigent and sick 
One of the most important duties, one of the characteristics of the Jewish race, 01 6 
of the virtues which their ancestors were most anxious to impress upon the hearts of 
posterity, one of the most precious jewels in the crown of Jewish life, was charity.

if there has been thereby created a public scandal it will make the Portuguese 
Community in future more careful in deciding religious questions according to 
their own peculiar ideas without consulting Dr. Artom. :

Sir,—Mr. Castello admits that the boy John Nunez is a Jew, according to 
Jewish law, but thinks that his Congregation should neglect the case, and suffer 


the lad to be brought up as a Christian in the Forest Gate School (1) because it 


would be contrary to public policy for congregations to assume the “ charge of 
bastard children when abandoned by their parents ;” (2) because he believes such 
cases would not be eligible to the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum ; (3) 
because if the mother had even been respectably married, her children would 
not have had any claim to membership with the Portuguese Congregation. 


The first reason is at once answered by the fact that John Nunez was not - 


abandoned by his mother. His mother is dead. 

The second is answered by the fact that it is one of the fundamental laws 
of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum that no children are eligible for 
admission but those born in lawful wedlock, but that there is no law to prevent 
the Sephardic Congregation voting.a small weekly dole for the support of one of 
its orphans, who is not illegitimate according to Jewish law. 

he third is answered by the obvious fact that no question of membership 
is involved in the case of an infant. The child is not making a claim on the 
synagogue. The question at issue is whether the Synagogue should not claim 
the child. In a similar and recent case, where a German Jewess had married a 
Christian, but brought up her children as Jews, with his consent, and, subse- 
uently, under pressure of poverty, had placed them in a workhoure school, the 
isitation Committee, acting conjointly with the Jewish Board of Guardians, 
placed the woman in a position to withdraw her children from the school, so that 
they might be brought up as Jews. So you see that Mr. Castello’s “rule” as to 
membership is not “observed by all congregations, both German and 
Portuguese.” 

On one point, Mr. Castello is remarkably silent. How does it happen that 
the Portuguese Synagogue, under the pressure of public opinion, removed the 
boy Isaac Levy from Hanwell District School? In his case the mother was 
living. Surely the case of Nunez is, if anything, stronger, his mother being 
dead.— Yours obediently,

Sir,—There can be no doubt that the letter signed “ Pinto "—with as many 
prefixes as those borne by the hidalgo, the announcement of whose name caused 
the landlord of an inn to remark that “he hadn’t room for so many of ’em "—- 
was full of humour and replete with clever satire ; but it is extremely undesirable 
that any feeling of separation between Portuguese and German Jews should 
be encouraged or fostered. The practical union of the two bodies is, I feel per- 
snaded, only a question of time, and is, indeed, only impeded by the, perhaps, 
pardonable conservatism of a few persons who are averse to innovations which 
they themselves have missed the opportunity for initiating. The Portuguese 
and Germans intermarry and are united by many ties of family and friendship. 
‘All Israel are brethren,” and the union of their communal and charitable 
administrations is so eminently desirable from an economical and effective point 
of view, that it cannot fail to be ultimately carried out. Indeed, the difference 
between the three sects of British Jews is so immaterial, that 1 feel convinced 
that the period is at hand when there will be no such noxicus thing as schism 
in so small a body. 

Bat, w'th all due respect, I cannot but think that the action of the “ Maha 
mad ” is extremely ill-considered. They base their refusal to adopt John Nunez 
upon the plea of its effect upon Jewish morality. Of course, no one can 
think otherwise than that it is a most desirable thing, for their own sakes, and 
for the sake of society, that fathers and mothers should be legally married ; but 
even if the refusal to recognise a child which is unquestionably a Jew by right 
of birth, would act as a deterrent to indiscretion (a fact which I may be 
permitted to doubt very much), the result, in the present case, proves the 
injudicious character of the course adopted. The child is taken charge of—the 
burden is removed from the poor mother’s shoulders—by a body which thinks 
otherwise than the ‘‘Mahamad.” It is not thought by them good enough to be 
a Jew, but the Forest Gate District School thinks it quite suitable for 
Christian care. This is the more strange, as Christian law is far stricter on 
this subject than ours. It cannot be right or just that the child should suffer 
from the fault of its parents. Here is a case in which the child is absolutely 
punished by being excluded from the benefits of its Jewish birthright, and the 
parents are spared all responsibility, and are in no way materially affected 
by the refusal to adopt the child The question of “ holding out a premium 
to vice”’ falls, therefore, entirely to the ground. And even if it did not, I, 
for one, am not prepared to treat human frailty with sucl. complete absence of 
syinpatly, or, at: any rate, to visit the “sins of the father” upon the child so 
thoroughly aud completely as in the present case, aud that without knowing all 
the circumstances. | 

It is all very well to be high-minded .aud virtuous as a public body, but 
public bodies are composed of individual beings, who should look with less 
severe judgment upon the common failings of humanity.

Sin,—As Trustee to the Fund referred to by your correspondent, “ A 
German Jew” in your last week’s paper, I am forced to address you and thereby 
correct statements that appear in that letter which are devoid of fact. 

“A German Jew” writes :.“ Although the Trust strictly states Askenazim 
Jews shall not receive any benefit. from those funds, does not disallow a child 
born out of wedlock.”’ Now, Sir, the words of the deed of gift are : “‘ No person 
shall be admitted as a candidate or eligible for the benefit of this Trust unless 
he or she be born in wedlock ;” and, further, one of the objects of the Trust is to 
grant £100 annually to a married couple who have been married during the 
twelve months; thereby in both cases placing the seal of virtue on kis deed of 
gift. It is, unfortunately, true that Askenazim Jews are not to be admitted ag 
candidates, but when I inform you that the deed bears date December, 1527 
(when party prejudice ran high), I have, perchance, given you a cause, though 
not an excuse. It is a matter of regret to most of our mefwers, but we are 
powerless, inasmuch as even an application to the Charity Commissioners would 
not meet with success; the Treasurer for the time being of the Portuguese 
Synagogue being specially mentioned as the person to whom the funds are to 
be handed each year for the benefit of our poor in the event of candidates not 
presenting themselves. 

“ A German Jew” also writes, “ that if the unnatural parents were arrested 
and punished,” &c. Sir, the father is not known ahd the mother is dead; and 
our Congregation do not wish to follow in the footsteps of the late Alderman 
Laurie, who said ; ‘‘ Suicide must be put down, and when next a man is brought 
before me for committing suicide I will make an example of him.” 

With regard to the boy Nunez, I agree with Mr. Castello and the Chamber 
of Elders, that though the child may be according to Jewish law a Jew (and, as 
such, a fit case for united private charity), yet the congregational funds should 
not be taken from the virtuous bardworking poor fog cases of this kind, and 
I have heard that a leading member of the United Synagogue has expressed the 
same opinion. The two classes should not be placed on the same level, an 
instance of which we read in the Bible when the standard of morality was not 
very high, that Sarah soon found out that the son of the bondswoman should not 
be heir with Aer son, and she caused Abraham to cast them Joth adrift. Far 
better to encourage the poor to marry by the aid of the Marriage Portion Socie- 
ties, of which there are many, than allow the congregational funds to appear to 
hold out a premium for immorality. If“ A German Jew” still has such high 
respect for the ancient Sephardim community, it would be better were ‘ie, before 
writing next time, to make himself acquainted with the facts instead of attempt- 
ing to hold up the Executive to public censure. __ 

Permit me, Mr. Editor, to say a few words to you. I, no doubt, am laying 
myself open to footnotes, but I am willing to risk it. What a pity you ever 
allowed such a subject to appear in your journal. [| anticipate your reply—in 
order to ventilate public opinion—but pardon 1e, Sir, what good can come from 
it in this instance, nothing but a cross fire between two Executives ; and when 
our much-respected Cmet Rabbi, Dr. Artom, is invited to lecture in one of the 
synagogues of the United Congregations and chooses “ Harmony "’ for a subject 
on the one hand, and the Rev. A. L. Green and Dr. H. Adler never miss an 
opportunity of impressing good fellowship and union on the other, these letters 
do much harm. leaders of your paper of other religious denominations than 
Jewish do not understand it, and ask, ‘‘ Who are these Portuguese Jews, 
are they amenable to public opinion?” My reply is, we are amenable to 
public opinion, and respect public opinion when we set our faces against im- 


morality ; and that though we may be surrounded by an army more powerful - 


than we in numbers, we will retire behind the good works raised by our prede- 
cessore—never to come out to attack, but now and then through compulsion 
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that the Jews throughout the whole of the Ottoman Empire will enjoy the full 
advantages promised under the new Constitution; but it is something 
to know that the principle of: equality has really been conceded, 
If the independence and integrity of the Ottoman Empire, as Englishmen 
understand the phrase, could be preserved, this exemple set by Turkey could 
not fail to produce a salutary effect throughout her dependencies ; and there 
would always be the Imperial Parliament to which appeal could be made by tho 
most remote and isolated provinces in which outrage and oppression were rife. 
But since the power of Turkey is threatened with curtailment, so also must the 
beneficial influence of its reforms be lessened, and in each of the independent 
principalities and kingdoms which may be created, care must be taken to secure 
to the Jews eo much positive liberty and freedom from invidious restrictions 
and oppression as may be possible. The advantages secured to Jewish subjects 
in the various principalities will probably vary in accordance with the readiness 
of the populations to admit to equal rights those whom they have been taught to 
regard with suspicion and treat with contumely and outrage. No mere legislative 
enactments will rule sympathies, and widen the moral bases of governments. 
Before there can be confidence where there is suspicion, and friendship where 
there is hatred (on one side at all events), there must be a revolution in the 
moral forces ; and out of the present struggle between the Danubian Princi- 
palities and Turkey, we hope that there will spring the elements of mutual 
respect and lasting concord between the Jewish and Christian subjects of the 
various Principalities. It is towards Roumania that we look with some anxiety 
and solicitude. We are all too familiar with the antagonistic social and 
religious forces preventing that harmonious fusion of interests between fellow- 
countrymen without which there can be no security and no rapid national 
advancement. Obedience to the law, liberty of the subject, and security of 
property, are the three elemental principles on which the material progress of 
communities rests. How little these have been regarded in Roumania (so far 
as the Jews are concerned), it is not necessary for us to say. But the 
Roumanian Jews have recently had the opportunity of showing that ia the face 
of fanaticism they can be magnanimous, and that in a common cause they can 
be patriots. If the issue for which they have fought and suffered side by side 


with their Christian fellow-subjects is obtained, it is impossible that their claims - 


to be considered “‘Roumanians though Jews” can bé ignored. A “ foreigner 
and an alien,” averse to good government, to order, and guilty of a thousand 
crimes—one who cannot. be tolerated in a country except under special restric- 
tive laws which destroy energy and blunt moral perception, would not sucdenly 
become endowed with all the virtues of good citizenship and of patriotism. Yet 
if we are to believe the stories which have been told, this is what has happened. 
The apologists for outrages on Jews in Roumania branded the unfortunate Jew 


with every crime which disgraces humanity. It was alleged that he was not fit 


to live ; that he was in very trath the “unspeakable” race par excellence. 
That was the allegation. But since the war the Jew has proved himself ready 
to subscribe to national needs, humane in the hour of suffering, and heroic in 
the moment of peril. The facts and the allegations are inconsistent ; and the 
inconsistency cannot fail to be appreciated where the test may be applied. It is 
just possible that there may have been in Roumania men of intelligence who 
believed all that was urged against the Jews, but when they have seen for 
themselves how utterly they have been misled, then they will be prepared te do 
justice where justice is so much needed. The conduct of our Roumanian 
brethren in the + *'r is well calculated to bring about a moral revolution in their 
favour in the Principality, and then if they can secure favourable legislative 
enactments, their condition will be at once improved, and the improvement will 
be lasting and progressive. Still too much must not be left to the moral senti- 
ments of the Roumanians. The most brilliant achievements, the most virtuous 
actions soon fade from the public mind; and when a favourable opportunity 
arises, the Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association, acting in con- 
cert with their continental brethren, should not neglect to urge in the proper 
quarter that the Jews of Roumania have acquitted themselves as patriotic citizens, 
and are deserving that the full rights of citizenship should be conferred upon 
them. If these rights can be secured—and to Englishmen it sounds unnatural 
that they are not—then Roumanian Jews will have obtained a boon worth all 
their patience, their sacrifices, and their struggles. 


A HOPEFUL SIGN OF THE TIMES. 


In the Nineteenth Century for this month, the author of the “New Republic” 
gives a concluding article on the text “Is life worth living”? and logically and 
elo ,uently works out the result that life without religion would become meaping- 
less, mise~able and immoral. He puts the matter plainly when he says of the 
new school that “they seem to think they have but to kill God and that His 
inheritance shall be ours.’”’ He shews the inconsistency . of believing that 
morality will remain when we have cut away the Rock of Ages from which it 
was hewn. He urges with as much originality as power, that religion is at 

present, “in the system” as it were, and that virtuous action and desire is its 
inherited and natural outcome. But if we “boil down” the new phrases, we 
shal! find there is no spontaneous generation, either in Professor Tyndall's 
“beauty of holiness” and “resolves of duty,” or in Professor Huxley’s aspi- 
rations for the “good of mankind.” There is a far-off divine “ infusion” in both. 
The “highest good” is as vague a thought as the “ most high God,” and the value 
of morality in its higher aspects is as little demonstrable as the existence of the 
Deity. Neither are evident to our five senses ; but, “ if,” as Mr. Mallock wel] 
says, “a Heaven with God is a state of blessedness that is y 
on earth without a God is much more so.” 
writer, and, indeed, think it a most hopeful

their faith ; for Nature, viewed without belief in Nature’s God, is but a pitiles, 
“ monster.” After the scientific “symposiums” with which we have been ot lats 
surfeited, such conclusions come welcome as the break in clouds after a long 
succession of grey and gloomy days. The wave of scepticism which, as 4 
contemporary lately expressed it, is passing over the land, “ threatening to sub. 
werge all ancient landmarks and to leave visible only the tops of the mountaing 
of revealed religion,” is perhaps less likely to affect Judaism than other faiths, 
We Jews, who, “in hunger and thirst and want of all things,” bave clung so 
often and so desperately to a personal protecting God, are little likely to lose 
Him now in scientific abstractions, and possibly it is this very conservatism of 
feeling which makes Mr. Mallock’s article seem especially worthy of a note of 
grateful recognition in a Jewish journal. 


LIVERPOOL, 
Last Sunday being “ Hospital Sunday ” in Liverpool, a Special Service was held 


were present, and the spacious building was crowded. The sermon was preached by 
the Rev. Morris JOSEPH on “ Disease and Law,’ from Exodus xv. 26. 
declared, said the preacher, that to ask God ‘to have pity on us, even as He has pity 
on the mother-bird which He has ordered the Israelite to spare, is to put up an 
improper prayer, because it presumes to assign a positive reason for a command 
when none is stated, whereas the Divine injunctions are decrees, to which we must 
bow in blind obedience, without being too curious about reasons. The physical 
universe, like the moral world of duty, is governed by Law, and the phenomena of 
disease were illustrations of this truth. Disease was the result of the transgression 
of the laws of health, which are God's Laws, while health was but another name for 
obedience to them. Sickness did not spring from accident. In modern times, 
certain old maladies had been stamped out, because sanitary apparatus had been 
perfected, while new types had arisen, because the conditions of modern life were 
less simple than those under which our ancestors lived. So, too, though we are 
careful that our houses are healthy, we yet- may draw too fast, in our devotion to 
business or pleasure, on our strength. And in that case, nature will most certainly 
revenge herself upon us sooner or later ; and her revenge will take but one shape— 
ill-health. Yet, on the other hand, since chance is not the parent of sickness, it 
follows that, as a rule, we can keep well if we will—as least, disease is preventible 
by human agency, and the development of medical science increases mens power 
over it. The lesson, said the preacher, was obvious. They were bound, as responsible 
beings, to obey the laws of health, as the means of preventing sickness. A man’s 
health was a solemn trust confided to him by the Almighty, and he had carefully to 
guard it. But the text suggested, too, the close connection existing between health 
and morality. Vice, that is sin against a spiritual command, was every day punished 
with disease, its physical result. While the discharge of moral duty was a safe- 
guard against disease. Competent authorities warned them that oue great preven- 
tative of insanity was industry, and the formation of a sufficient purpose to 
accomplish in life. And this advice embodied the very rudiments of ethics, But 
the duty of preventing disease devolved upon them, not only as individuals, but as 
members of a great community, Much had been done to promote the public health, 
but still more remained to be done. The task of still further improving the 
conditions under which the poor lived was a solemn one. He commended it to all, 
and especially to those in authority. Not a few were driven to the hospitals by 
sickness, for which the community, as a body, was responsible. The reverend 
gentleman then made an appeal for the local medical charities, which resulted in the 
collection of £93. 

At the Synagogue, in Hope Place, a Special Service was also held in the evening 
and was largely attended. The Rev. Dr. W. STERN, the minister, preached the sermon. 
The rev. gentleman took his text from Proverbs iii., verses 3 and 4, “‘ Let not mercy 
and truth forsake thee. Bind them about thy neck : write them upon the tables of 
thine heart. So shalt thou find favour and good understanding in the sight of God 
and man.” Quoting the words of Simon the Just, “The world exists by virtue of 
three things—the law, divine worship, and acts of beneficence.” he said the truth of 
this sentence in its generality would not be denied by any man, no matter what creed 
he professed. Those for whom that day the donations of the congregation were 
asked were in a twofold way deserving of help, as they were both indigent and sick 


posterity, one of the most precious jewels in the crown of Jewish life, was charity. 


It was simply an act of justice on the part of the rich to be benificent,—The collection

Sir,—Mr. Castello admits that the boy John Nunez is a Jew, according to 

Jewish law, but thinks that his Congregation should neglect the case, and suffer 
the lad to be brought up as a Christian in the Forest Gate School (1) because it 
would be contrary to public policy for congregations to assume the “ charge of 
bastard children when abandoned by their parents ;” (2) because he believes such 
cases would not be eligible to the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum; (3) 
because if the mother had even been respectably married, her, children would 
not kave had any claim to membership with the Portuguese Congregation. 

The first reason is at once answered by the fact that John Nunez was not 
abandoned by his mother. His mother is dead. 

The second is answered by the fact that it is one of the fundamental laws 
of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum that no children are eligible for 
admission but those born in lawful wedlock, but that there is no law to prevent 

: the Sephardic Congregation voting a small weekly dole forthe support of one of 
; its orphans, who is not illegitimate according to Jewish law. 
‘a he third is answered by the obvious fact that no question of membership 
3 is involved in the case of an infant. The child is not making a claim on the 
- synagogue. The question at issue is whether the Synagogue should not claim 
: the child. In a similar and recent case, where a German Jewess had married a 
Christian, but brought up her children as Jews, with his consent, and, subse- 
os under pressure of poverty, had placed them in a workhoure school, the 
isitation Committee, acting conjointly with the Jewish Board of Guardians, 
placed the woman in a position to withdraw her children from the school, so that 
they might be brought up as Jews. So you see that Mr. Castello’s “rule” as to 
membersnip is not “observed by all congregations, both German and 
Portuguese.” 
On one point, Mr. Castello is remarkably silent. How does it happen that 
the Portuguese Synagogue, under the pressure of public opinion, removed the 
boy Isaac Levy from Hanwell District School? In his case the mother was 
living. Surely the case of Nunez is, if anything, stronger, his mother being

‘ Sir, —I am annoyed. [I had hoped that the letter. which I had the honour 
of writing to you a fortnight since would have been considered all-sufficient. 
I should have thought that when a descendant of the Del Fuegos of Toledo 
wields cnt pos. as did his ancestors the sword, proudly and defiantly, no one of 
less exalted lineage would have entered the lists. Then why does Mr. Castello 
step “ between the wind and my nobility ?”’ ? 

Mr. Castello has done my community a great and grievous wrong. He 
admits tle facts about that horrid workhouse boy, who bears the honoured name 
of Nunez. He admits that the little wretch is a Portuguese Jew according to 
Jewish law, but that the Elders had unanimously resolved to ignore his existence. 
Why make this damaging admission? He actually pleads “ guilty” to our 
accusers, and now the whole Sephardic community will have to bear the brunt, 
and whenever we step from Bevis Marks to Duke Street, all the little boys will 
call after us, “ Are they Jews ?” | 

Sir, I am annoyed. The great, and glorious knight of La Mancha truly 
says “ The warrior quails not at the pain of his death-wound, but the night-flies 

irritate him.” So I, too, though I laugh to scorn the insults of an “ Outsider,” 
am-irritated when Sephardim of less exalted family than mine set themselves up 
to represent my community. What right, I say, has Mr. Castello to declare 
that “the members of the ancient Congregation to which 1 have the privi- 
lege to belong are amenable to public opinion ?””

Sir,—There can be no doubt that the letter signed “ Pinto "—with as many 
prefixes as those borne by the hidalgo, the announcement of whose name caused 
the landlord of an inn to remark that “he hadn't room for so many of ’em "— 
was full of humour and replete with clever satire ; but it is extremely undesirable 
that any feeling of separation between Portuguese and German Jews should 
be encouraged or fostered. The practical union of the two bodies is, I feel per- 
snaded, only a question of time, and is, indeed, only impeded by the, perhaps, 
pardonable conservatism of a few persons who are averse to innovations which 
they themselves have missed the opportunity for initiating. The Portoguese 
and Germans intermarry and are united by many ties of family and friendship. 
“All Israel are brethren,” and the union of their communal and charitable 
administrations is so eminently desirable from an economical and effective point 
of view, that it cannot fail to be ultimately carried out. Indeed, the difference 
between the three sects of British Jews is so immaterial, that 1 feel convinced 
that the period is at hand when there will be no such noxious thing as schism 
in so small a body. | | 2 

Bat, w'th aif des respect, I cannot but think that the action of the “ Maha 
mad ” is extremely ill-considered. They base their refusal to adopt John Nunez 
upon the plea of its effect upon Jewish morality. Of course, no one can 
think otherwise than that it is a most desirable thing, for their own sakes, and 
for the sake of society, that fathers and mothers should be legally married ; but 
even if the refusal to recognise a child which is unquestionably a Jew by right 
of birth, would act as a deterrent to indiscretion (a fact which I may be 
permitted to doubt very much), the result, in the present case, proves the 
injudicious character of the course adopted. The child is taken charge of—the 
burden is removed from the poor mother’s shoulders—by a body which thinks 
otherwise than the “‘Mahamad.” It is not thought by them good enough to be 
a Jew, but the Forest Gate District School thinks it quite suitable for 
Christian care. This is the: more strange, as Cliristian law is far stricter on 
this subject than ours. It cannot be right or just that the child should suffer 
from the fault of its parents. Here is a case in which the child is absolutely 
punished by being excluded from the benefits of its Jewish birthright, and the 
parents are spared all responsibility, and are in no way materially affected 
by the refusal to adopt the child The question of “ holding out a premium 
to vice” falls, therefore, entirely to the ground. And even if it did not, I, 
for one, am not prepared to treat human frailty with sucl. complete absence of 
syinpatLy, or, at any rate, to visit the “sins of the father” upon the child so 
thoroughly and completely as in the present case, and that without knowing all 
the circumstances. 

It is all very well to be high-minded and virtuous as a public body, but 
public bodies are composed of individual beings, who should look with less 
severe judgment upon the common failings of humanity. .

Sirn,—As Trustee to the Fund referred to by your correspondent, “A 
German Jew” in your last week’s paper, I am forced to address you and thereby 
correct statements that appear in that letter which are devoid of fact. 

“A German Jew” writes: “ Although the Trust strictly states Askenaziim 
Jews shall not receive any benefit from those funds, does not disallow a child 
born out of wedlock.” Now, Sir, the words of the deed of gift are : “ No person 
shall be admitted as a candidate or eligible for the benefit of this Trust unless 
he or she be born in wedlock ;” and, further, one of the objects of the Trust is to 
grant £100 annually to a married couple who have been married during the 
twelve months; thereby in both cases placing the seal of virtue on kis deed of 
gift. It is, unfortunately, true that Askenazim Jews are not to be admitted as 
candidates, but when I inform you that the deed bears date December, 1527 
(when party prejudice ran high), I have, perchance, given you a cause, though 
not an excuse. It isa matter of regret to most of our mefwers, but we are 
powerless, inasmuch as even an application to the Charity Commissioners would 
not meet with success; the Treasurer for the time being of the Portuguese 
Synagogue being specially mentioned as the person to whom the funds are to 
be handed each year for the benefit of our poor in the event of candidates not 
presenting themselves. 

_ “ A German Jew ” also writes, “ that if the unnatural parents were arrested 
and punished,” &c. Sir, the father is not known and the mother is dead ; and 
our Congregation do not wish to follow in the footsteps of the late Alderman 
Laurie, who said ; “ Suicide must be put down, and when next a man is brought 
before me for committing suicide I will make an example of him.” 

With regard to the boy Nunez, I agree with Mr. Castello and the Chamber 
of Elders, that though the child may be according to Jewish law aJew (and, as 
such, a fit case for united private charity), yet the congregational funds should 
not be taken from the virtuous hardworking poor fog cases of this kind, and 
[ have heard that a leading member of the United Synagogue has expressed the 
saine opinion. The two classes should not be placed on the same level, an 
instance of which we read in the Bible when the standard of morality was not 

‘very high, that Sarah soon found out that the son of the bondswoman should not 

be heir with her son, and she caused Abraham to cast them Doth adrift. Far 
better to encourage the poor to marry by the aid of the Marriage Portion Socie- 
ties, of which there are many, than allow the congregational funds to appear to 
If “A German Jew” still bas such high 
respect for the ancient Sephardim community, it would be better were ‘1e, before 
writing next time, to make himself acquainted with the facts instead of attempt- 
ing to hold up the Executive to public censure. 

Permit me, Mr. Editor, to say a few words to you. 
myself open to footnotes, but I am willing to risk it. What a pity you ever 
allowed such a subject to appear in your journal. 1 anticipate your reply—in 
order to ventilate public opinion—but pardon ie, Sir, what good can come from 
it in this instance, nothing but a cross fire between two Executives ; and when 
our much-respected Chiet Rabbi, Dr. Artom, is invited to lecture in one of the 
synagogues of the United Congregations and chooses “ Harmony ” for a subject 
on the one hand, and the Rev. A. L. Green and Dr. H. Adler never miss an 
opportunity of impressing good fellowship and union on the other, these letters 
do much harm.

Ihave only to add that we were received with 
every possible courtesy by the Reverend Doctor, who cordially sanctioned our 
proposals — Yours obediently, M. J. GOLDSMID.

Chief Rabbi would be only too happy to grant some minor modifications In our 
service if he saw that this would be the means of causing the congregation to 
keep the Sabbath as it ought to be kept. But Sabbath-breakers cannot be 
trusted-; and if Dr. Adler grants a little, more and more will be wanted, and it 
cannot be known where the line is to be drawn, therefore nothing is granted.”

Jewish Home.—On Sunday, tast, the annual general meeting of the sub- 

scribers to the Jewish Home, was held at the Home, Stepney Green ; Mr. F. D. 
Mocarra, the President, in the Chair. In opening the proceedings, the Chairman 
reviewed the progress of the charity during the past year. He expressed regret 
that the present financial position was not of a reassuring character. A sum of 
£800 was needed, in addition to the ordinary subscriptions, to weet the current 
expenditure of the year. Appeals had just been issued, but he regretted to 
state that the response to these appeals had been at present but £120. He 
earnestly asked those present to actively bestir themselves to relieve the 
Executive of the Institution from the necessity, which faced them, of running 
into debt. “He hoped the time was near when it would be possible to induce the 
Poor Law authorities to make such concessions to Jewish needs, aa to enable 
Jewish persons, otherwise eligible for admission to the workhouse, to be admitted 
without violation of their religious scruples. In this case the Jewish Home 
could be reserved for a higher class of inmates than those whe would seek 
adinission into a workhouse. It was manifestly impossible to adhere to the 
principle that aged poor persons could only be adinitted to the institution 
through the porta!s of the parochial workhouse. He regretted that the endeav- 
ours to bring about a union of the three Jewish asylums for the aged had fallen 
through. In conclusion, he again earnestly appealed to those present to do all 
they could to maintain the institution in 4 state of efficiency, and to secure its 
benefits to as large a number as possible. The Chairman moved the adoption of 
the balance-sheet. After several observations bad been made upon the details 
of the balance-sheet, and explanations offered thereou by the Chairman, Mr. §. 
A. Green and the Secretary, it was unanimously adopted. Mr. F. D, Mocatta 
was re-elected President ; Mr. Barrow Emanuel was re-elected Vice-President : 
and Messrs. M. H. Harris and H. Simons, Treasurers. The members of the 
Committee were re elected en bloc, with the addition of Mr. Leonard A. 
Montefiore. A vote of thanks was passed by acclamation to Mr. Mocatta, the 
President, for-the eminent services he had rendered to the institution. Votes of 
thanks were also passed to Mr. Barrow Emanuel, Vice-President; Messrs. Harrie 
and Simons, Treasurers; Mr. S. A. Green, the Chairman of the House Committee ; 
and the Committee ; and the meeting terminated with a vote of thanks to the 
Chair.

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OUR VIENNA LETTER. 
[Rom OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. | 
: VIENNA, JANUARY 6TH, 1878, 


A short time since, a highly interesting official document was published 
giving an account of the commural affairs in the city of Vienna during a period 
of three years, extending over 1874 to the close of 1876. I now, purpose 
sending you some extracts from this document, which gives a faithful picture 
of the state of the people and of the various institutions for the promotion of 
works of education and of charity. These extracts bear especially on the condi- 
tion of the Jewish part of the population. The increase in the Jewish inhabi- 
tants has been slow but steady. In the year 1874 it amounted to 44382; in 
1875 to 45,262, in 1876 to 46 183. This increased population forms 4 striking 
contrast to the yearly decrease in the number of marriages. A dishike to 
entering the state of matrimony and of founding a family, is quite opposed ta 
all Jewish feeling, and is q sad proof that the wounds, inflicted by the recent 
financial crisis have not yet been bealed, and that the painful effecta of them 
are still deeply felt. In the last three years 154 Catholics and 17 Evangelical 
Christians, have embraced Judaism, whilst. on the other hand, 79 Jewa have 
joined Christianity, and 76 have declared themselves to be of “ no religion.” 
By means of this negation of all religion, a curious comedy is played, and te 
this course the strait-laced rulea of the marriage laws condemn many a would- 
be aspirant to wedlock. It is forbidden that there should be mixed marriages 
between Jews and Christians, consequently the engaged couple m such a 
case declare themselves to be of “no religion.” The law then its 
them to have a civil marriage, and through this strategem they are enabled to 
marry. If the marriage law were based oa more liberal principles this undig- 
nen farce of playing with religion woula, as a matter of course, come to an 
end. 

At the close of 1877, as of every other year, the deficiencies in the number 
of Jewish representatives for the Education Committee had to be filled up Qa 
this occasion painful evidence was given how very little sympathy individual 
members of the Jewish community entertain for congregational watters. Only 
the smallest number of voters ade use of their right of suffrage, and conse- 
quently >» *y the smallest number of representatives could be elected ; for the 
most p.!. the Jews think they haye fulfilled their duty,if they pay the necessary 
taxes, everything elee must do as beat it can—such indifference is the source 
:~a pest of many evils which might easily be avoided if greater sympathy were 

isplaye.‘. 

In Pesth, at the end of the year, Awe scholastic edifices were opened, whj 
will be of the createst benefit to the Hungarian Jews. Fram the funds left t 
that noble friend of charity, Fuchs, a splendid building bas been erected for 
eaf-mutes, and a few weeks since it. was inaugurated. The Institu- 
tion will be under the direction of Herr Griinberger, a pupil of Dr. Deutsch, ut 
Vienna, and a colleague of Dr.S. Schéatheil, Director of the London Jewa’ 
and Dumb Home, 

The public college for training rabbis which was opened, only after many a 
long and weary day’s work, will, in time, become of vital importance in Hungarian 
educationalafiairs. On November 15, 1877, the Ewperor visited the new building, 
He examined the edifice and the library with great interest, and addresaed 
many kind and encouragiog words to the teachers and pupils. He also promised 
before leaving to extend his protection to the newly-founded institution. The 
Emperor's visit and his gracious words of encouragement have produegead 
much enthusiasm, and will certainly contribute to promote peace and good- 
will amongst the ever quarrelling orthodox fault-finders. It will, no doubt, — 
induce them to carry out in a brotherly spirit the Ewperor’s wish, that they may 
bring up the rising generation in au enlightened, religious and worthy manner. 


Beprorp Grammar Scnoor.—Mr. M. Lissack, of Bedford, an ex-Trustee, of 
the Harpur 'I'rust of that town, recently addressed a letter to the Goverfiors, 
asking whether they “would feel disposed—in addition to the privileges 
already enjoyed—to offer to Jewish students the same advantages as now 
granted by the Council of Clifton College?” The Committee to which this letter 
was-referred, reported at a meeting of the Governors, held on the 10th inst., 
“that the arrangements already existing in the Grammar School are such as to 
secure its benefits to Jews in common with all other members of the commas 
and that they do not see how any additional regulations can be made on beha f 
of members of the Jewish persuasion.” A lengthy discussion took place on the 
subject. It appeared that at present there were no Jewish boys attending the 
school. All the speakers expressed a desire that no impediment should be 
placed in the way of any Jewish boy who might attend the school. The He ; 
Master, through one of the Governors, mentioned that he would do all he could 
to promote the comfort of Jewish scholars. The subject of religious toleration 
was amply and liberally provided for in the Scheme. Several Governors said in 
the old commercial school-days, there were sometimes ten or a dozen Jews in 
the school, and they never suffered any inconvenience or injustice in apy way. 
The report of the Committee was adopted, and it was agreed that Mr. Lissack*s 
attention should be called to the liberal terms in which the Scheme was framed, 
whereby the religious scruples of Jews would be amply satisfied.—Bedfor 
Grammar School ts one of the sixteen Grammar Schools licensed by Letters 
Patent of King Edward VI., 1552. It was endowed by Sir William Harpur. A 
high-class education is imparted at moderate fees. All the masterg are 
University men; the Head Master being Mr. 8. Phillpotts, M.A., B.C.L., formerly 
Fellow of New College. Oxford. The School has lately been reconstituted under 
a new Scheme, with a new Governing Body. 


Deatu oF A Russiay Jewish BANKkER.—The death is announced at Paris of 
Mr. J. E, Giinzburg, the head of a rich firm of Russian bankers and a relative 
of some of the largest Jewish bankers on the Oontinent. The hétel which he 
built for himself in the Rue Tilsitt, is said to be one of the most splendid 
s vcimens of the recent domestic architecture of Paris. The funeral took place 
vn Tuesday at Paris, and was largely attended. Mr. Giinzberg rose to the position 
of one of the leading bankers of Russia from the condition of a poor straggling 
Jew. The deceased took great interest in Jewish affairs in Russia. He was a 
liberal contributor to Jewish schools and other communal institutions, and he 
headed the list of contributions towards the cost of erecting a synagogue in St. 
Petersburg with a handsome donation. Many stories are afloat—for the most 
part mere inventions—connected with the magnificent style in which 
Ginzburg lived in Paris.

“ARE RELIGION AND SCIENCE RECONCILABLE ?” 


On Monday evening last, the Rev. A. L. GREEN delivered an Address before the 
members of the “Sir Moses Montefiore " Literary and Art Society, in the theatre of 
their Institution, in Tavistock Place. The reverend geutleman, who was cordially 
welcomed, said : My purpose to-night is to discuss the question that is uppermost in 
the minds of all intelligent men of the present day ; namely, How far Religion can 
be reconciled with Science ; and if once we understand well what is the province 
of religion and what is the eo of science, I hope we shall leave this room with 


a higher respect for both. e term nin the mouths of many appears to me 
to be a very lame term, and the same remark applies with equal force to the term 
science. en men speak of religion, they often confound the term with some 


perstitions meaning ; and when they speak of science as an “ exact science,’ they 
me to imply that we have reached with cerfainty the limits of scientific research. 
Taking up this question in medias res, they co ound both religion and science ; 
and if they were to argue with themselves, or with anyone until the end of time 
they could not possibly effect a reconciliation. vs first understand clearly what 
we mean by “ religion,” and then what we understand by “science.” Religion is 
best expressed, perhaps, by its philology réligio, or réligo, to unite again, to re-unite. 
Religion in its purest meaning is this: That we strive by overt means in our power, 
to the best of our intellect instructed by the principles of revelation, to ascend 
nearer and nearer to the great, though invisible, Source of our life and our happiness, 
poth here and hereafter. Religion assumes for iteelf the very highest domain that 
can well be conceived to teach the principles of morality, to teach how best these 
principles can conduce to the happiness of man. Religion presumes, I think, to 
teach us our spiritual association with Almighty God. At the same time it teaches 
us more ; for it lays down certain laws for our guidance—for example, the laws of 
sanitation ; and religion is, therefore, any law given on Sinai for all that contributes 
to the health of the body, and at the same time contributes to the health of the 
mind: religion teaches us within the compass of morality what we owe to ourselves, 
what we owe to society and to the world at large as citizens of this great habitable 
globe, So far religion. Now, in all this there is nothing to do with scientific 
research, and for this reason : Religion must lay down positive not progressive laws 
—by means of these laws, it is true that we make progress ; but there is no such 
thing and can be no such thing as scientific revelation. Science is reveaied ub by 
God to man, but is revealed by man’s own intelligent researches and his own 
industry. You 4o not find in the Bible any promulgation of a purely scientific fact. 
That is left to man, and why’? Because science is continually growing ; it is ever 
ung and knows no senility or dotage. Now, it would have been impossible to 
we given the world any scientific revelation, because that would have presumed 
that man had at any one time reached the climax of religion—for God cannot teach 
to-day one truth and change it to-morrow for another. What is true in revelation 
must be true from its incidence, must be true in its evolution, and must be true to 
the end of all time ; whereas science, springing simply from «cio, to know,—and as 
we know to-morrow more of science than we know to-day, every day and every 
hour, and every minute of that hour gives us some new scientific revelation. Now, 
then there comes this: How to reconcile science with revelation. If you only 
think over this question for a moment, you will see how utterly absurd it is to talk 
about reconciliation between science and religion. You may as well talk about 

' reconciling fire to water, old age with youth, or chaining the living with the dead. 
You cannot reconcile progress to stability ; you.may as well ask the earth to stop in 
its course, as to attempt for a moment to reconcile things which from their nature 
are wholly irreconcilable. Therefore, the world must.I think, pursue a different 
course, and for this reason : Science and religion are two revelations (if we may 
use for convenience a wrong word), and they must pursue their courses in straight 
lines to the end of time ; and they can only be reconciled when the world has 
arrived at a knowledge of perfect, absolute truth, which will be never. It was said, 
and said well by Lessing : “ If Almighty God were to offer me Truth in the right 
hand, and the right to search after Truth in the left hand, and permitted me to 
select which gift I would have, I should answer and say, ‘Father, Truth always 
belongs to Thee alone; give to me the blessing of the left, to search after Truth.’” 
(Applause.) Science and religion are two si-ters, and since there cannot be a 
marriage between two sisters, the whole of the potion that they may be “ reconciled” 
is utterly untenable and impossible. After referring to the fact that Judaism had 
néver been opposed to science and scientific research, the reverend gentleman went 
on to say that it was an historical fact that all other religions, except Mohamedanism, 
[vide Draper's “ Science and Religion’’} had opposed scientific research and persecuted 
philosophers, The reverend gentleman then said : The Bible does not teach science, 
and does not pretend to ; you will not find the Bible teaching any scientific truth ; 
but we have a right to expect to find (and if we do not find it our faith must be 
shaken, whether we wish it or not) that wherever the Bible states any natural fact, 
that that fact must be true to the teachings of science. There is a wide difference 
between the teaching of science as a system, and the stating of scientific facts which 
must be realised in the present day. Let us see if the Bible states such facts, and 
how far we may regard a as purely scientific. Supposing we take first of all the 
history of the genesis. Now, no doubt, the history of the genesis admits of a very 
much larger view than is generally taken of it ; and it is difficult to realise even for 


= moment that the course of creation transpired exactly as it is stated in the Holy 


riptures, Our sages never hesitated to tell us that the first chapter in the Bible 
admits of a very large margin in regard not to its veracity, but to its exactitude as a 
scientific revelation. For instance, Rashi tells us that we must not look to the Bible 
(as to the first chapter for instance), for Natural History. He said that it was 
‘impossible for the sun and moon to have been created as described, and, therefore, the 
first chapter must be regarded as a general outline given to the world not with any 
sclentific intention, but simply to tell the world at that time that which it needed 
to know, hamely, that there was a creation ; that there was a Creator ; and the 
world was left to judge that this first chapter was nat a scientific revelation, but a 
general moral outline. This explanation we tay or may not believe ; but as Rashi 
made this statement 700 years ago, we may not be considered very hetrodox if we to- 
day believe what Rashi then maintained. The reyérend gentleman then proceeded 
to deal with one or two philological points, contending that the words O'nw and p rN 
when rightly comprehended conveyed scientific facts, the former meaning not 
heaven,” but “lifted up,” and the latter, being derived from 75, meant a floating, 
A revolving (fire). Let us quietly, he said, give these matters our attention, and we 
f all be s at the knowledge which Moses possessed—surpassing anything 
a which the scientific world naw gives him credit. It is only recently, for instance, 
at we have learned anything about the feftaction of the rays of light, yet this 
aaentific fact (in reference to the formation of the spinbon is mentioned in the 
st pages of the Bible.

be servants only of the Almighty,” that is, freemen ; and the man who went 
this and sold himself voluntarily into slavery, then it was fit that the ear that : 
heard shouid be marked with disgrace. This is what the Talmud says, and therefore 
I quote it ; but after all, though it may be very pretty, it conveys very little meaning. 
The commentators, Rashi included, not giving any reasonable exposition of these 
injunctions, I went to Professer Owen, of the British Museum, and I told him that 
it struck me that there must be something peculiar in the formation of these parts 
of the body (the ear, thumb and great toe)—something unique to man. The Pro- 
fessor, who is uniformly kind and courteous, said he was preparing a set of 
drawings to illustrate these parts. He said that the thumb of man with 
its ball and socket was peculiar to man alone; that there was no creature, 
however nearly allied to man in physical structure, that is formed as man is with 
regard to the ball and socket of the thumb ; and that the thumb was unique to man. 
The same observation applied to the great toe. He said that the nerves running 
from the large toe to the heel, and from the heel up through the body gave 
man his especially upright character, which is a distinction in man not to be found 
in any other structural formation in the world. With regard to the human ear its 
one characteristic was not in the lobe, but in the rim which at the top inclines 
inward. The Professor further said that the brain-crus*, rather than the brain iteelf 
in man had unique characteristics. Now,consider how far these explanations throw 
light on the three ceremonies which 1 have cited. The slave was to be bored 
the ilex of the ear to show that he had unmanned himself—he could not be bored 
through the head, the thumb or the great toe without doing him great injury. The 
High Priest, the primate of primates, was marked, and how’? On those very strue- 
tural parts of the body which showed the dignity of the human race—on the 
brain-crust, the ear, the thumb and the large toe. And the leper was annointed 
on the thumbs and ears to show that he had been rehabilitated as regards 
his manhood, and had been received back again into society. (Applause.) There 
must have been something significant in the selection by Moses, 3,400 years ago, of 
these distinctive characteristics of the human race. The selection by Moses 
animals and fishes for human food afforded further evidence of inspiration, In 
conclusion, the reverend gentleman said: I conclude as I commenced, by saying, 
you cannot reconcile science and religion ; but wheréver religion states a physical 
fact, if it is not as trne now as it was when it was promulgated, we must dlecard it 
though it had been pronounced by Moses himself. I would ask yon to go to the 
Bible, amd search it for yourselves. Do not take anything upon trust from your 
priests or ministers for they are men like yourselves, their capacities are no ter, 
and they are no more inspired teachers than you are inspired individuals, Study 
diligently ; do not suppose you can go to bed to-night and get up in the morming 
accomplished theologians. Search the Bible, not to teach you science, but to 
convince yourselves that what it teaches is true. Hold fast to the truth, and depend 
upon it you will find time an ally of truth. I say again, search for yourselves ; and 
I say, not in any profane spirit, when you have found the truth “ make a note of it,” 
and follow it during the rest of your lives. (Loud applause. ) 

Mr. IskAEL ABRAHAMS moved, and Mr. LAWRENCE seconded, a cordial vote of 
thanks to the Rey. A. L. Green, and the proceedings terminated.

It is surely not the fault of the Jew that Christians living still, from 
time to time din into his ears their ve victis/ and revive old accusations, 
such as they are, that these do not call forth measures of retaliation.

Was it not the Jew who first 
and ees Christian countrymen. If the Canoy in his appreciation of either | excited it and thus caused measures of retaliation? To some extent the Jew was 
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undoubtedly in fault. It was, in the first instance, due to the peculiar position 
in which he was placed. While, on the one hand, the Law given him erected 
an impassable barrier between him and the pagan world, hindered all intimate 
association with them, taught him to look down with contempt upon their 
deities and their worship, raised him to a level of morality far aboye that of 
the surrounding nations, this Law, on the other hand, inspired him with a just 
pride on the privilege bestowed on his people, on whom it conferred the proud 
title of Gop’s peculiar treasure and a kingdom of priests. These distinctions 
were quite enough to excite the jealousy and the ill-will ofthe heathen. And 
if the Hebrew in process of time gave expression to that feeling of contempt 
with which he viewed their idols, and to the satisfaction he experienced at 
being the possessor of a Code impressed with profound detestation of their 
habits and morals, he only followed the direction in which he was led, but which 
must nevertheless have been most painful to the feelings of his neighbours. 
The most sensitive part in man’s mental constitution is his religion, and no 
offence is he so apt to resent as that given to his sacred convictions. What 
myst, therefore, have been the feeling of the Gentile when he heard his gods 
designated by such names as “ nothingness” (7°78), or “log” (7123), and when 
he reads such biting satires as, for instance, Psalm cxv. or Isaiah xliv, in which 
the prophets castigated him for his idol worship. And when, subsequently, 


these Scriptures were translated into Greek—then the universal language, and 


thus rendered accessible to the whole pagan world—what must have been the 
irritation and the hatred of those who found their cherished gods, by whom 
they were made so prosperous and so powerful, derided and sneered at by a 
despised, poor, rude and small subject population in its unbearable arrogance, 
liying away from the community of what then constituted the most civilised 
‘nd advanced nations in some secluded mountains and glens ! 

In so far, the Jews undoubtedly were the first to give offence to 
Gentilism. The language in which Haman spoke of them to King 
Anasvervs, and sundry hints in the narratives of JosgErnus, as_ well 
as occasional references to Jews and Judaism in classical authors, sufficiently 
show that the venom had begun to operate in the Gentile mind. This, no 
doubt, was very unfortunate ; and it cannot be sufficiently deplored that the 
vices and abominations of the heathen were not viewed by the Jews with 
more leniency and judged more charitably. No doubt, had they possessed 
the experience of their remote descendants, had their religious convictions 
been less powerful, their zeal less ardent, and had they had a better philo 
sophical understanding of the workings of the human heart, their behaviour to 
their lords and masters would have been different, and they would haye 
spoken of the existing worship and prevailing morals with the moderation 
which characterise our own days. But this means no less than the wish that 
they should have lived two thousand years later than they did. All these con- 
But, on the other hand, it must be granted that all these 
manifestations remained confined within the domain of opinion. There is 
not a single proof that a Gentile was persecuted hy a Hebrew on account of 
his religious convictions, or subjected to any hardship. No doubt, one of the 
Asmonean kings, to the great and unanimous regret of the Jewish people of 


all times, forced his religion upon the Idumeans. But his motiye was not 


religious but political ; and this instance, moreover, remained isolated and 


universally reprobated. 


The actual ‘persecution, all history teaches, was 
begun by the Gentiles. 


These did not content themselyes with reciprocating 
the Judeans’ contempt for their gods and worship, but in the spirit of true 
fanaticism retaliated with calumnies and those physical measures— oppression, 
spoliation, expulsion, torture and massacre—which haye not ceased altogether 
at this day. 

We will not go so far back as the days of the Maccabees, when the 
Syro-Greeks were intent upon exterminating Judaism, and if needs be the 
Jews too, but will confine ourselves to the consideration of a much later 
period, which has left behind much more ample accounts than the scanty 
records preserved to us from the epoch of ANTIOCcHUS ErirpHanes. We do 
not hear of an instance of a Gentile coming to live im their country having 
been ill-used by Judeans. Yet, scarcely had they been goaded on to rebellion 
by Roman oppression and cruelties, had risen in arms, and thereby brought upon 
themselves the reyenge of their conquerors, than the surrounding populations 
in the cities in which there were Jewish colonies conspired against their fellow- 
citizens. Far from sympathising with neighbours driven to despair, the Gentiles 
availed themselves of the impunity which the insurrection of the Judeans 
seemed to hold out, to betray and massacre the victims. Just read the 
account given by Joseruus of these scenes of horror. At Caesarea twenty 
thousand were killed. At Scythopolis thirteen thousand, who took refuge 
in a neighbouring wood, were cut down in cold blood. Similar-massacres, 
although not on so large a scale, took place at Ascalon, Ptolemais and Tyre. 
At Hippone and Godara, the Gentiles contented themselves with simply 
expelling their Jewish fellow-citizens. At Alexandria, where the Jews tried 
to rescue from the hands of the Greeks some coreligionists whom the mob 
was intent on burying alive, fifty thousand Jews perished in the riot which 
was the consequence, At Damascus ten thousand Jews were killed, And 
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for all these horrors not a single tangible reason was or could be given. The 
conflagration simply broke out because the fire of hatred had been smoulder- 
ing a long time, and was fanned into a flame by the consciousness that Rome, 
in the mood in which it then was, would feel little disposed to avenge the 
destruction of the refractory Judeans. From all this, it is evident that while 
the Jew simply ridiculed the heathen worship, and loathed and shunned 
pagan vices, he neither hated the Gentile nor persecuted him ; while, on the 
other hand, it was the pagan who fostered the bitterest feelings of hostility 
towards the Jew, and persecuted him whenever opportunity offered. And 
when in subsequent ages these very same pagans embraced Christianity, they 
naturally carried over into the new religion their heathen prejudices against the 
Jew,and their hatred to him became still more intensified by the fresh charges 
of the new faith, which had taught them to perceive in the Jew the sanguin- 
ary murderer of his god, an accursed reprobate, as hated by Gop as by man. 
Bearing in mind these general remarks, we are now prepared to proceed to 
the consideration of the several items in the Canoy’s article, and to estimate 


them at their proper value. We shall follow the Canon in his paper step 
by step. 


SOLOMON ALMOSNINO. 


One of those honourab]p figures typical of the ancient Sephardim has just 
passed away in the person of their late Secretary, Solomon Almosnino. This 
lamented gentleman, who for half a century filled, ably and zealously, a respon- 
sible post, had a short time ago retired from his functions, on account of the 
infirmities of advancing years, and his death, though sudden, was scarcely 
unexpected. Solomon Almosnino was of a nature such as is not often found in 
the preeent generation. He was unworldly, unselfish, and entirely devoted to 
the community whom he so long and faithfully served. His heart was in his 
work ; his hopes, fears and aspirations were concentrated in the Mahamad Room 
at Bevis Marks. He was proud of the ancient glories of the Congregation of 
the Gates of Heaven, and he was always afraid of seeing them dimmed. He 
entertained a nervous dread of the decay of the Sephardim community, jost like 
another man might be anxious concerning the fortunes of his house. Duri 
his long career his modest, ee i manners had won him the respect and 

i 


friendship of high and low, and his kindness of heart was well-known 
appreciated. 


The late Solomon Almosnino was descended from an ancient Spanish 
family. His grandfather, who was Chief Rabbi of Gibraltar, immigrated inte 
this country with his family at the time of the siege of Gibraltar. Haham I. 
Almosnino held no recognised place in the Congregation, but he was greatly 
esteemed for his learning and piety. His opinion was frequently sought on 
religious questions ; he was treated with as much respect as if he had been the 
Habam of the community, and at his death in 1784 public honours were paid to 
his remains. His son, R. Hasdai Almosnino, became a Dayan of the Congrega- 
tion, and in his turn had several children. One of these in due course was 


chosen minister or hazan, and officiated for a pumber of years, and the other is 
the subject of the present notice. 


Solomon Almosnino was born on the 5th September, 1792. In 1814 he was 
appointed clerk to the Secretary, or Chancellor, as that official was then called, 
and in 182] on the death of Mr. de Castro, who then filled the post, Mr. 8, 
Almosnino was elec.ed his successor. The functions of Chancellor, though not 
highly paid, were honourable and responsible. That individual practically 
managed the affairs of the Congregation, and its funds, or considerable portions 
of them, passed through his hands. In fact, when Mr, Almosnino undertook 
the duties, he had to furnish five securities, and these were all gentlemen of 
standing, viz., D. L. Pereira, Jacob Mocatta, David Samuda, M. B. Lousada, and 
M. D. Lindo. To give an account of the career of Solomon Almosnino would be 


| to write the history of the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation during half a_ 


century. If he took his orders from his chiefs, he was the man at the helm, 
and much of the welfare of the community depended on his steadiness and 
integrity. Many were the interesting events he witnessed in his long career, 
He corresponded with Isaac D'Israeli, after his withdrawal from the Synagogue, 
concerning unsettled accounts ; be deplored che loss of several influential men 
who deserted their faith and thei race; he witnessed the seeds of dissension 
sown among bis community in 1822, which resulted in the Reform movement in 
1841 ; he |eheld with sorrow and grief the departure of some of the most high- 
minded and sincerely religious members of the Congregation, owiog to the 
upreasoning intolerance of obstinate men ; and he lived to see all religious dis- 
cord disappear from among the children of Israel. He was in the Portuguese 
Synagogue on the memorable day when Sir Moses Montefiore rose and solemnly 
declared his intention of going tothe East to save his calumniated brethren at 
Damascus, and he welcomed back exultingly the triumphant champion of 
Jews. He beheld the removal of civil and political disabilities from his coreli- 
gionists. and their complete emancipation. Though the Sephardim have not 
increased and multiplied like their Ashkenazi brethren, yet their position is safe 
and prosperous; a Branch Synagogue has been opened at the West End; 
another place of worship has been established at Manchester; and, after an 
interval of many years, an eloquent preacher has been chosen Haham of thé 
Congregation. 

Mr. Almosnino's first thought and last thought were for his Congregatien 
whom he loved as a parent loves his children. In his domestic relations he w 
a tender and affectionate husband—the joys of paternity were denied to him— 
and he leaves behind a widow to weep over the tomb of one from whom she had 
been inseparable for a long course of years. meee se 

Mr. Almosnino’s funeral took place on the 16th, and the concourse of people 
attending it testified to the universal respect in which he was held by all classes. 
Unusual honours were paid to him ; an eloquent and affecting address was deli- 
vered over bis remains by Dr. Artom, the Haham of the Congregation, and 
many an eye was dimmed with tears when all that was left of Solomon Almos- 
nino was deposited in its last restrng-place on earth.

My thoughts distress me and my hands grow weak every time that I begin 
to pour forth my words concerning the condition of our Holy Land, for I know 
per ectly well that my words though they do no harm, are of no avail. What 
strength have I, other than that of my good intention to deyise plans for the im- 

ovement of the chosen nation? I also know that “the little finger’’ of even the 
humble of those who would do good, both in action and thougat, “is thicker than 
my leivs.” Notwithstanding this conviction, | cannot remain silent nor restrain 
myself ; for as the wind which sweeps over the earth purifies the atmosphere, so 
after I have given utterance to the bitterness of my soul, my heart will have 
some repose from the storm which agitates it day and night, because of the 
destruction of my birthplace. Itis bitter, bitter to me, when I see that all our 
hopes have at yet been futile, because of our many transgressions ; and the 
hands of the benefactors of our Holy City are weak—she has no comfort out of 
all her childreo. It is now three years since we hoped to shine in the light of 
life (by the — of God) by means of the Committee which was formed to make 
“a Memorial of Moses,” and + establi-hment was welcomed with great 
hopes. The generous in Isracl flocked to it in multitudes; the people gave 
liberally until many thousand shekels accumulated—sufficient for beginning the 
first step towards the redemption of the land and the performance of its 
obligations ; and there would yet have been some left for other means 
of assistance. But, alas! there is no evidence of the execution of any 
of these plans. As regards the man who was entrusted with the honour- 
able and responsible position of Agent of the Fund, no trace of him has 
as yet appeared, and we know not what has become of him, for he has 
delayed to come to the field of his action. Besides, every one can understand 
that it is impossible to carry out such an extensive enterprise as this without 
he has previously — the work and 
of the country ; without finding out those who are upright in their disposition 
and whose good faith can be relied upon, or those of whom it is necessary to be 
cautious, because “they injure the vineyard” of the Almighty, or those who 
“hang threads of indigo on their garments,” or “wrap themselves in a talith 
which is made entirely of blue material.” Can he discover this by prophecy or 
instinct? Is not the saying of our wise men known: “ Who possesses the 
power of prophecy since the destrnetion of our Holy Temple?” Let me also 
ask in the bitterness of my sou!, what has come over those men—the princes of 
trade—the famous merchants of Great Britain, which is distinguished for her 
mercantile genius? What prevents them from seeing that the present moment, 

when the Turkish Empire is reduced to the lowest extremity, is the time 
rate : ithout doubt, ‘Turkey would sell any of her waste tracks of lan 
without any hesitation, for almost any sum. For she will understand that 
the sale would be a great aivautage to her, since diligent hands would turn 
the wilderness into an Eden, causing the land to yield at no distant 
period, a great income, like the dust of gold, instead of its present un- 
profitable condition. Why do they pet off the time? I fear that this is 
perhaps because there exists among them “a root that beareth poison and 
wormwood,” that there is a man who giveth utterance to the thought 
: the days of the mourning of Moses draw nigh "—and then “he will clothe 
iimself in black and do as he pleases ’—that he will walk in the footsteps of the 
son of Nehat, who set up an idol in the sanctuary. In my humble desire to 
point out the situation of these portions of the Empire, | have inspected, through 
the kindness of a man who assists the officer appointed by the Government over 
mations of property, uae document containing a full description of all the lands 
of the Empire, their dimension; and advantages—those withia the boundaries of 
Jervealem, Joppa, Hebron, and Gaza. At this time of trouble and slackness and 
Almighty have compassion on the poverty of His people 
we speedily redeem us with a perfect redemption! The distress of my people 
as touched my heart, seeing, as I do, the flock of Israel deserted and in despair 
from the great oppression and need, and the mountains of Israel desolate and 
neglected by her children. , 

, Although the Almighty in flis mercy-has blessed us with acceptable 
raip, yet we know well that prices are rising higher and higher, and to such 
a remarkable pitch that many parents who have not the wherewithal to 
support their children, who are overcome by hunger, have been compelled to 
cause their little children to beg from door to door. Children of six and seven 
years old are wandering about the streets seeking charity to support life. Woe 
to the eyes that see this! . Besides all this, tradesmen have become exceedingly 
reduced, the Chaluka of the Kollelim has been nearly exhausted, as nothing is 
forthcoming, especially from Russia and Poland. Even the handicraftsmen fold 
their hands in want of work, and in addition to this, small-pox and measles have 
broken out among the children of Jerusalem. ‘ May God speedily heal them 
with a perfect healing among the rest of the sick of His people Israel!” What, 
then, we be the future, and whence will help come, if they do not find an easy 
escape by means of “ cities of refuge,’’—by the establishment of fertile settle- 
a to be guarded and cultivated by capable men ? 

uring the past few days men have been sent, by command of the Pasha 
® cleanse the streets of the city from the refuse and dirt, which have covered 
pes chasm everywhere for many years, and which have hitherto caused rot 
ecay. 

I must also make known to you that to-day a proclamation has gone forth, 
by order of the Beth Din (both that of the Sephardim and Ashkenazim) to 

éclare a day of cessation from work. All the stores and workshops are closed, 
48 weil as the schools, and all the people have ieft their work to go to the syna- 
Fogues, to lift up their voices in prayer for the success of the Turkish Empire. 
18 gave great satisfaction to the Pasha, who sent a special letter to the chiefs 
of the community.

a ved us! As yet, however, there has been no fall in prices. The Rabbis of 
ae city have informed, a second time, by telegraph, the authorities in Amster- 
— and Dr, Lehman, the editor of the /sractit in Mayence, that the distress 
ee ones by high prices has not been allayed. On the contrary, prices are 

g higher, and the people still look for as much help as they can hope for, 


The authorities in Amsterdam hastened to send the sum of two thousand francs; 
” which means during the next fortnight one and a half pounds of flour will be 
d stributed to every poor person. Last Tuesday, the boys of the Talmud Torah 
belonging to the Ashkenazim and Sephardim, and those of the Beth Hamedrash, 
“Doresh Zion” (f*¥ wT), and the House of Learning “ Lemil,” went to the 
“Western Wall” to pray for the success of the Sultan and his government. 
On the following day, all the shops of our brethren, the Ashkenazim and Sephar- 
dim, were closed till the afternoon. They all proceeded to the synagogue, where 
they joined in prayers and supplications, entreating God on behalf of the Sa!tan. 
On the same day the Pasha of our city sent a letter to the Chacham Bashi, say- 
ing, “* that he regretted much that his time was so much ocenpied as to prevent 
his coming to the synagogue to witness the impressiveness of the ceremony ; but 
in the name of the government he thanked him and begged of the Chacham to 
tell his brethren, in his name, that they had showed their love and sincerity to 
their sovereign in a very praiseworthy manner, and that the Turkish Government 
knew how to estimate and cherish their patriotiam.” In this ceremony our 
brethren also included a prayer for the abatement of the measles which has 
lately broken out with intensity in Jerusalem, aud unmercifully wrests children 
of tender years from the arms of their parents. May God hearken to their 
prayers ! 

The report has reached here that among the laws concerning the “ National 
Guard” which the government had lately framed, are now reckoned Jews and 
Christians, who were hitherto free from serving in any part of the army, only 
paying a small tribute for exemption. . 

On this Tuesday, the anuiversary of the promulgation of the Turkish Con- 
stitution, the guns of the fortresses were fired as a sign of rejoicing. If we had 
only, during the two’ years since the Corstitution was established, participated in 
its blessings but a little! Yet our hopes gain strength, for after the cessation of 


- hostilities, it is said, the Constitution will bear fruit. 


In the Holy City Hebron, an extraordinary incident occurred a fortnight 
ago. One of our ee of the Sephardim was sitting in a coffee house to rest 
a little from his work, when a Mussulmancamein. After exchanging a few 
words, the Mussulman struck the Jew on his side with a stick which he held in 
his hand. The man thus struck was coufined to his bed, and after a few days, 
died. Our brethren at once made the thing known to the Pasha of this city, and 
to the English Consul here—because the deceased was under the protection of 
the Eoglish Government. The Consul immediately proceeded thither, accom- 
panied by Dr. Chaplin, and one of the judges of the government. The doctor 
examined the deceased and found that, in truth, he had been ailing fora long 
time, but that the blow had accelerated his death. The doctur sent his report ta 
the Pasha, but it appears that no heavy punishment will be inflicted on the 
Mussulman, since the Pasha himself has no desire to enter into a contest at 
present with the Mussulmans, 

The inhabitants of the villages near Hebron will again not consent to give 
up men forthe army. Many of them left their houses and all that belonged to 
them and took to flight. The Pasha was compelled to send a company of 100 
soldiers, with an officer at their head, with orders to secure men for the army 


from those who had not taken to flight. A. M. Luncz. 


“Tus First Bisie.’—We have before us a copy of an unpreten- 
tious little work, entitled, “The Child’s First Bible,” by the Rev. Dr. Sola 
Mendes, minister of the Forty-fourth Street Synagogue, New York (New York, 
Hebrew Book Union). It contains a simple narrative of many of the chief 
events and a brief description of most of the principal ; ersous mentiored in the 
Bible ; written “ mainly in words of one or two syllables, for younger children : 
with maps and questions.’ ‘The first 16 chapters are devoted to the Pentateuch, 
the remaining four chapters to Samson, Samuel, David, Solomon, Elijah, Daniel, 
Job and Esther. It is a pity, perhaps, that the portion dealing with the events 
previous to the death of Moses was not given in a more condensed form, so as 
to have permitted of some mention of sach Prophets as Jeremiah with a brief 
mention of the destruction of the Temple. The Book of Jonah, also, should 
have been noticed, as the events mentioned therein have generally a fascinat- 
ing interest for young children, and afford an excellent opportunity for 
impressing upon infantile miadg a good moral lesson. The little work ig 
snenesingy cheap (8}d.), and is very well adapted for classes of young 
children.

The reverend Professor intimated 
his intention of instituting a class for the exposition in the vernacular of the 
Talmud. In concluding, the lecturer touched on the civil jurisprudence enunciated 
in the Talmud, into which he purposes entering more fully. in a future course of 
lectures.

DISTRESS IN THE HOLY LAND. 

The Soticrror and Secrerary (Mr. Lewis Emanuel) read a correspondence 
— to the snfferings and renewal of the distress of the Jews in the Holy 

and. 

In a leiter from Sir Moses Montefiore, addressed to the President of the 
Board, the venerable Baronet states that he had received a telegram from Beyrouth, 
containing intelligence of the sufferings endured by the poor people in Safe!, 
many of whom are reported to be dying from hunger. Sir Moses says that the 
account of the sufferings may be Ga at retied upon, and he adds that he 
had forwarded £40 for the benefit of the Jews. 

The Rev. the Chief Rabbi wrote that he was under the painful necessity of 
asking the Board to issue a second appeal on behalf of the Jews of the Holy 
Land. The authorities in Jerusalem had informed him that the distress still 
continues, in consequence of the protracted drought and the duration of the 
war, which kept provisions at famine prices. Similar tidings had been received 
from Hebron, Tiberias and Safed. Although another appeal had been recently 
issued for the Turkish Sufferers’ Fund, the Chief Rabbi hoped that assistance 
would also be given to the inhabitants of the Holy Land, who likewise suffer 
from the effects of the War. 

_ Mr. Henry Harris formally moved that the correspondence be commnu- 
nicated to the several synagogues, and that an appeal be advertised in the 
Jewish press. 

The motion, having been seconded by Mr. IsRagL ABRAHAMS, was adopted 
without discussion, 

A letter received from Dr. Levy, medical officer of the Board at Hebron, 
stated that small-pox had broken out in the Jewish quarter of the town, but 
that the mortality had as yet been light. 

ALLEGED KIDNAPPING OF A JEWISH BOY. 

A letter was read from the Rev. M. Haines, containing the substance of a 
communication which had been brought to this country by a Spanish sailor, and 
contained an extraordinary statement concerning a Jewish boy, named Isaac 
Davidson, who was living with a Christian, Senor Almeda, in the neighbourhood 
of Cadiz. It was alleged that the lad, who originally lived at Shepherd’s Bush, 
was, on the death of his mother, forcibly taken to Spain by a man representing 
himself to be the boy's uncle, and that he was sold to Senor Almeda, who bought 
him as a playmate for his son. It was further represented that the lad was 
subjected by his master to most disgustir g and filthy treatment. 

Mr. M. S. Oprenneim having pointed out that there were no grounds for the 
interference of the Board in this matter, as, even if the statements were true, 
there seemed to be no proof that the boy had been kidnapped because he was a 
Jew, the Solicitor and Secretary was directed to inform the Rev. Mr. Haines 
that the Board could not take any action on the subject. It was suggested 
that as the lad was a British subject, the reverend gentleman might personally 
bring the subject to the notice of the Foreign Office. 


The meeting, which was of brief duration, terminated with a vote of thanks 


to the Chair. 


BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 


[ COMMUNICATED. ] 


The ordinary monthly meeting of this Board was held on Monday evening 
last, the Vice-President, Mr. Henry A. Isaacs, in the chair. 
The CuairMAN apologised for the absence of the President, who was on the 
Continent. 
The report of the Executive Committee upon the reference to consider 
the duties and emoluments of the office of Secretary, pro tem., and the necessary 
changes in the offices of the Board, consequent upon the death of the late Secre- 
was adopted, with some slight modification as to an increase in the salary 
of the Clerk, Mr. I. P. Cohen, in recognition of his zealous services. ‘The 
changes proposed will effect a saving of between £40 and £50 per annum. 
¢ The question of interchange of representatives with the Jewish Home 
having been discussed, it was resolved, that as the co-operation of the two insti- 
tutions had been already secured, the further appointment of delegates be dis- 


continued. | 
The usual annual grant of £100 towards the expenses of the Workrooms 


was voted. 

A letter was read from the Clerk of the Whitechapel Board of Works as to 
the overcrowding of the dwellings of the poor, and offering to co-operate with 
the officers of the Board to remedy the existing evils. 

A letter was read from the Clerk of the Mile End Old Town Union, ealling 
the Board’s attention to the fact that a Jewish child, a double orphan, was an 
inmate of their schoois, and asking the Board to assume the charge of the same. 

It was resolved, that the Secretary, pro fem., should take the necessary steps 
for removal of the child to the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum under the 
Pauper Removal Act. | 

A letter was read from the Treasurer of the Tradesmen's Benevolent Society, 
enclosing 100 tickets of the value of £5 for distribution among the poor. It 
was ordered that the letter be gratefully acknowledged. 

After the transaction of a large amount of routine business, a vote of thanks 
to the chair concluding the meeting. 


Tae Jews in Catcutta.—Whilst eighty years ago no Jews were living in 
Calcutta, at present more than 600, the majority of them from Bagdad, are 
settled there. They are chiefly merchants and petty tradesmen. They possess 
two handsome synagogues, containing sixty Scrolls of the Law, all ornamented 
with silver, and each of them worth more than £100. The community also 
owns about 150 costly curtains for the Ark. The public expenditure for worship 
and charity annually exceeds £2,000. The wealthier Jews are very charitable, 
and it 1s said of them that they never turn away a poor man from their doors 
empty-handed.

JUDAICA, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

SrR,--There seems to be quite a fatality in regard to the discussions of a literary character 
carried on in your journal under “Judaica,” which relegates by a strange coincidence, and that on 
nearly all subjects in dispute Mr. N. L. D. Zimmer on the one side, and myself on the other. | 
should like very much to agree with Mr. Zimmer, that is if I could; but as it is, We must mutually 
be content to face the axiom laid down in the Talmud, F5{O5 SA MX. We must, indeed, on this 
principle become in the end very fast friends, as we so uniformly and so well agree to differ both as 
to our facts and in our mode of viewing them and of expressing our conflicting opinions. 

In regard to quite a side reference in my letter on O&, I succintly gave a rough outline of the 
archetypal figure—composed as that is assumed to be by the Kabbalists—of the ten Sephiroth of 
the En Soph, just sufficient to expone the special application—put forth as a theory—of the term 
representing FIT At a matter of course, we know that is applied to 
the left hand or West, in opposition to 3), the East, or right hand, and that RIMN NWD is 
equivalent to SNOW TW¥. I did not enter, however, into this aspect of the term, on which much 
may be written in its relation to Midrashic literature ; nor did I enter into the general eomplexion of 
Kabbalah either as an abstract system of theosophy—such as the Kabbalah of Nachmanides and 
Ibn Ezra—nor did I even regard it asa practical theurgy—as affected by the more modern Kabbalists, 
All this I left quite unnoticed. 

Of the ten primary Sephiroth enumerated, I noted as their generally recognised constituents 
Wisdom at the right hand, and Intelligence at the left. Mr. Zimmer says I omitted the “movable 
circle’ of knowledge. Now, really, I cannot be answerable, nor in any way responsible, if Mr, 
Zimmer sees in his imagination, or is bidden so to see,a species of fluctuating knowledge— which 
does not come under the sensible category of either intelligence or wisdom, and which seems to be 
a peculiar kind of knowledge so movable and eccentric, isolated and unique, as to require, and 
according to consummate Kabbalists to deserve, a sacred niche by itself for the ecstatic contempla- 
tien of the more advanced dreamers. I am painfully aware that there have been in the world’s 
history, of which Jewish culture occupies so prominent a place, disciples of certain mystic schools, 
who have been so fortunate or so unfortunate as to see in their imagination more or less than 
ordinary mortals, how gifted soever the latter otherwise might be. 

The most gorgeous castles in the air have been built by such speculative mystics. This cloud- 
land, flowing with the milk and honey of the mirage of dreams, has been to them their promised 
land, Such airy nothings have displaced intelligent faith, and such subjective crazes have travested 
pure religion. Mystics have talked themselves into the belief that they have seen, and atill continue 
to see, the world’s moonshine thronged with shadowy beings—both good and evil--whose sole duty it 
is to surprise the world with unexpected blessings, or to annoy it with dolorous tricks. . And to what 
end have these dreams been dreamt? For the world’s good ? Alas,no! Kabbalah of the kind, I 
mean, bas led to tlie grotesqueness of religion, to all Kinds of extravagancies, that have degraded 
human thought and blighted human action. The star-gazers, with their heads high in the clouds 
of mysticism, have, as a rule, stumbled over the obvious facts that lay im.nediately before their 
very eyes, They prostrate themselves before and worship mysteries, and have an insufferable 
contempt for all and everything relating to the science of common sense. I am very far from 
implying that my friend, Mr. Zimmer, belongs to this class, but he will, I hope, forgive 
me for saying that he seems passionately fond of mysticism, and of seeking, and of course 
finding, subtle reasons for the plainest facts. And his present mare's nest is that I offered 
an opinion on Kabbalistic verities—if such indeed exist. I beg to assure Mr, Zimmer that I 
would not upon any consideration break a lance with him as to the soundness of his views on this 
ocenit, and to him apparently exact philosopheme. Only when he says, “ Let Mr. Green point out from 
NON ADSN 7HD—repicte in almost every page with the regulations of the Sephiroth, every one 
passage demonstrating (sic) that the AAD *N—the endless sphere (as Mr. Z. terms it)—is 
composed of the same’’—and what this conglomeration of words may mean I confess 
myself unable to solve—he seems to forget that I never for one moment gave any, even 
opinion on such mysticisms, and which, indeed, I have not the slightest 
desire to unravel. I am perfectly satisfied to believe in the old-fashioned monotheism 
of our faith, and to reject all attribution, in what ever guise it present itself, as foreign 
to Judaism, and I would rather pin my faith to one pregnant line of Saadja, Bachja and Maimonides 
than to all the FIONN YSN MDD distilled into one, and I would cheerfully give the Zohar in as 
a free gift, despite the very beautiful imagery with which that recently compiled book abounds. I 
am content with the {¥’5—the obvious truths and grand simplicities of Judaism, I willingly leave 
to mystics their world of emanations and their “movable circle of knowledge.” I only desire 
to know one class of MYRNA NMDSN “ADHO—viz., the Holy Scriptures and their historical commen- 
taries. I eschew MYND as being doubtless as much beyond my capacity as they are certainly 
beyond my inclination. 

Presumably, I may hereafter have an opportunity of noticing ‘DY, who in his criticism has 
added nothing to what has been written already, and so well written, by Mr. Manerberger—except a 
few mistakes, which Mr. Mauerberger could not possibly have made. 

I confine my remarks in this letter entirely to my good friend, Mr. Zimmer, and I beg, in con- 
clusion, to reassure him that I had not the remotest desire to deprive him of the full enjoyment of 
his “ circle of movable knowledge.’’— Yours obediently, A. Ll.

SirR.—I° have derived much instruction from the eminently scholarly and learned reflections 
contained in the letter of the Rev. A. L. Green, as I am certain that the readers of your “ Judaica” 
always do from all his articles, whenever any make their welcome appearance in that column, 
I understand and appreciate the reverend gentleman’s sentiments referring to the nature of the 
defection from his colleagues of that strange character, Elisha ben Abna, and entirely concur 
with his views. Mr. Green has shown that my criticism (to which he was pleased to refer in such 
kindly and commendatory terms) was based upon a misconception of his meaning, and I would not 
further have trespassed on your valuable Space in reference to this subject, did I not consider the 
correct rendering of the passage in Genesis xxii. .f some importance to Biblical students; and so I 
crave your further permission for a few more remarks on that head. | 

Indeed, the correct rendering of the critical verse in that chapter derives additional importance 
from the fact that some would, on the authority of the Septuagint, read in it JS in place of SAN; 
and to quiet the apprehension of that conservatism which scouts the idea of changing a word in the 
Bible with the exclamation of BYWI BN (v.99 ADM), our venerable Chief Rabbi in his learned 
work on Onkelos, has taken the trouble justly to deny the aucihority of this paraphrast for a reading 
in our text which the unscrupulous claim for him, 

“MN, as I understand now Mr. Green's rendering of it, is not derived from FV, nor is the & 
formative; but should be read “Ocher,” and is the participle active of a verb “J&, signifying 
“struggling.” Such a verb Mr. Green finds in the Chaldee (which predominates in the Talmud), 
and most undoubtedly of that sense in the phrase D*5p3n 2 AMINA, where it is certainly in the 
participle active. This is plainly seen both from the sense of the word and its spelling; but | 
consider it necessary to lay stress on the latter circumstance in order to draw attention to the fact 
that the “scriptio plena”’ is an invariable characteristic of the Chaldee; and accordingly in this 
example the participle is written 3%. Mr. Green, in short, has found a stem AX bearing the 
méaning “struggling” in the Chaldee, failing, I presume, to find a similar example in Hebrew, 
which certainly (as Mr. Green has shown) abounds in words having that signification, but all these 
must be referred to the stem Afi. Further still, the words IMSX and OMS in the Talmud, to 
make their sense appropriate to the rebellious character of the personages favoured with that 
appellation, Mr. Green would understand also to mean “the daring,” an® yet, I may assume, would 
not read them “Ocher” and “Ochrim’”’; for the Chaldee does not admit of the defective spelling 
which is bere the case, 

Now. I cannot understand why Mr. Green should change the vowels of \i& in our text, and 
not leave these as they are, and compare the term to the Chaldaic SMX as applied to Elisha ben 
Abna, which, though of the ordinary structure of that word in Scripture, 1s yet interpreted by him 
in a sense approaching that of “struggling.” Is it because Mr. Green would not derive a word 12 


the Bible from a Chaidaic root? Then,much less should he—while rejecting many other renderiags 
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of the passage on the ground of their being contrary to the authority of the inventors of the tonic | 


accents—discard the same authority as regards the vowels, in order to effect a connection between 
Hebrew and Chaldaic words, which form the very basis of his exposition of our passage. Here, I 
humbly submit, I am quite perplexed. 

1 would also make bold to remark on the Rev, Mr. Green’s rendering of the Kabbalistic phrase 
NIN NOD “ the contending principle,” that this sense does not appear to mequite soclear. Here 
is another version of the phrase in the beautiful poem composed upon the B'S OD; “AON 4" 
NIN. Here is a phrase in the of another form, 
I would hence imagine to be opposed in sense to “WD 
and NONDY “DD. which frequently appear in the Kabbalistic books. Your uninitiated readers 
must excuse my not explaining these quotations, as the mysteries involved in them would make their 
hair stand on end, were I so inconsiderate as to impart them to unqvalified recipients. I may 
however, hint to them in general terms that the doctrines of the Kabbala are radically opposed to 
the Darwinian theory. 

As regards my rendering of the passage in question, I was glad to note that Mr. Green has not 
objected to the new sense I would give to SW X—namely, that of “ alienus.”” Now, I have one of the 
best authorities for this meaning of the word; and this encourages me to attempt to remove the 
objections raised by that eminent scholar to my exposition of our text. 

Mr. Green understands me to change the vowels of that word, and read it “Ocher’’; thus 
rendering myself liable to the same objection which lies at the door of his exposition of the text. In 
answer to this, I beg to submit, that I do not see the necessity of my doing so. I am not grammati_ 
cally compelled to go to that extreme. I admit that JUN as an adjective has mostly a Tsere under 
the M; but that is only when in close connection with the preceding subject as “FAN U"N (Deut 
xxviii. 30), but in our text the tonic isolation of the latter term may have the tendency to assimilate 
its vowels to those of the adverb “IN, which has a pattach in the second syllable (Numb. xxxi. 2)" 
Nay, even as adjective WAX may consistently have two pointings, like 2p, Which is found both 
with a tsere and pattach in the last syllable. 

Nor do I,in my rendering of the passage, w..olly disregard the circumstance of the tonic isolation 
of fhe word in question; and in showing this the third and last of Mr. Green’s objections to my 
rendering will concurrently dissolve itself. The SMX does add something to the text in point of 
“moral”. Well might “vrs have observed upon the remark of Abraham, “God shall provide a 
lamb for Himself,” N35 ND YTV KP) NI5; and I would understand the writer of the sacred text 


(in the sense of the tonic accents) to draw the reader's attention to that prophetic utterance of the | 


patriarch by separating the “i from the S°N, and giving the narrative of the incident thus: “And 

Abraham lifted up his eyes, and behoid a lamb; a strange one,” &c.; i.ec., one unprovided by him 

pointing to the fulfilment of the unconscious prophecy of Abraham.
